The Roots of Inflation 


Once upon a time many years 


ago, 
a little wart appeared on the 


side of the fourth finger on our, 
right hand: Since 'it was hb't'pain- 
ful or particularly obtrusive, the 
wart was neglected. Gradually it 
grew. 


In time, tiny warts began to ap- 


pear on other fingers which came 
into contact with the original ex- 
crescence. Disturbed, at last, we 
attacked the newer growths and 
kept tlhem under control. But the 
original tumor—the seed 
wart— 


thrived on, and bred new off-spring. 


Eventually we were shaken out 


of the manana attitude, obtained 
some acetic acid and killed off the 
seed wart. Thenceforward we had 
no more trouble. 


All of which comes to mind when 


ever we stop to think about the 
way Washington is trying to control 
that inflation which New Deal and 
Old Deal both dread and say that 
we must stop at any cost. 


By imposing a ceiling upon prices 


which retailers can charge legally 
for most commodities, we are try- 
ing to stop the Jack's beanstalk 
climb of the price level. 


The prices which competitive re- 


tail outlets normally charge arc 
fixed generally by the costs of the 
goods they sell. Those costs are 
governed largely by raw material 
and labor charges. 


But the cost of labor and the 


price of farm products—two major 
elcmenls which go to make up the 
cost of those things still flowing to 
retailers' shelves—are not to be 
fixed. 


The retailer in March was sell- 


ing commodities which he purchas- 
ed before March, at prices lower 
than those for which he could re- 
plenish his stock in March. 


When Leon Henderson fixed re- 


tail prices at March level, he sen- 
tenced the retailer lo a very sub- 
stantiul cut in the mark-up from 
which his expenses and profit have 
lo come. 


Neither retailer nor wholesaler 


has any reason to expect that even 
this reduced markup margin can 
be maintained, for Washington in- 
sists upon permitting readjustment 
in wages, which enter into the cost 
of goods.

Italians Claim 
Sinking of Big 
U.S. Battleship 


ROME —(/P)— The Italian high 


command said in a special com- 
munique Friday that its submarine 
Barbarigo sank a United States 
battleship, of the Maryland class 
with two torpedo hits off'the Brazil- 
ian coast Wednesday. 


(There was no confirmation from 


any other "source to bear out the 
lUilinn claim.) 
• The command said that escort- 
ing vessels of the U. S. Naval form- 
ation did not reply to the attack. 
It gave the place of the attack 
as 100 miles west of the Brazilian 
islands of Fernando Noronha, 125 
miles off the easternmost extrem- 
ity of Brazil. 


The Maryland class includes 


three ships, the Maryland, Colora- 
do and the West Virginia all launch- 
ed in 1920-21. The ships ranged 
from 31,800 to 33,000 tons and nor- 
mally carry a complement of 1,- 
407 men.

21 Killed When 
Ship Is Sunk 


NEW ORLEANS — (/P)— Ninety 


seconds after two torpedoes crash- 
ed nmidship a medium sized Amer- 
ican cargo ship plunged to the bot- 
tom of the Gulf of Mexico Saturday, 
May 16, carrying to death at least 
21 members of the crew and gun- 
crew, a Navy announcement dis- 
closed Friday. 


The attack and sinking was with 


almost unprecedented speed. There 
was no time even to use the radio to 
summons help and the 19 survivors 
rowed lifeboats about 30 hours be- 
fore being picked up. 


Five were hospitalized in Gal- 


vcslon, Texas. The submarine was 
not sighted. 


Two torpedoes struck 30 sec- 


onds apart with many of the crew 
dying in the engine room which 
was hit direct.

Roosevelt Friday sot June 30 as 
registration day for young men be- 
tween the age of 18 and 20 years 
of age. 


The president also called for re- 


gistration on June 30 for possible 
military servides all men who 
lave reached the age of 20, mili- 
tary age, who have not heretofore 
registered. 


This will complete for the pre- 


sent the registration of the nation's 
manpower for both fighting and non 
combatant war duty and will be the 
fifth registration under the exist- 
ing law. 


Young men between the ages of 


18 years and 19 years of age who 
will register between 7 a. m. and 
9 p. m. on June 30, will not be 
subjected to the military draft un- 
til they reach th eage of 20. 
Warns Against 
Over-Optimism 


WASHINGTON — (/P)— President 


Roosevelt reiterated Friday the op- 
inion that the war would be a long 
one and cautioned against over- 
optimism and over pessimism. 


The war, public opinion and the

dramatic in the simple description 
which the New Testament record 
gives, great artists would have 
dramatized it for us and made the 
setting unforgetable. The greatest 
depiction of the scene in art is 
he famous painting by Leonardo 
da Vinci, though it is more accurate 
n the emotions that it evokes than 
n its historical detail. It is unlikely 
hat the disciples ate at a long 
able of Leonardo's arrangement. 
Wore likely they were grouped 
ogether at tables in the form of 
a hollow square, and were reclin- 
ng instead of sitting. 


But the physical details are un- 


mportant. Jesus and His disciples 
were Jews, and in harmony with 
he statement of Jesus that He had 
hot come to destroy the law or the 
srophets, they were engaged in 
what was, and continues to be, the 
loliest of all Jewish observances, 
he celebration of the Passover. 
This specific celebration in the up- 
>er room has a new and added 
)f the Christian sacrament, or the 
Ustorical significance as the origin 
-,ord's Supper, which is so much 
he essence of Christian faith and 
fellowship that we speak of Christ- 
an bodies, or denominations, as 
'communions," 
Was Jesus consciously establish- 


ng such a rite? It is a question 
we may ask, but that we cannot 
inswer. Much might be said for 
he idea that Jesus was sanctifying 
all fellowship and all partaking of 
food together. The supper that the

That is the grim logic of events. 


And if this summer brings real 
danger of Russia cracking,' that 
logic is likely to result in a desper- 
ate yet carefully planned attempt 
to land an expeditionary force on 
the continent. Whatever spot may 
be chosen, several have already 
been discussed. 
The immediate 


objective need not be Berlin nor 
even Paris, to attain the result de- 
sired. The prelude may be a series 
of Commando raids all along the 
coast from Trondheim to St. .Na- 
zaire/ bumfuzzling the Germans 
and picking a soft spot. There, at 
the chosen moment, would be hurl- 
ed a force that might ultimately 
total thirty divisions, chosen la.rge- 
ly fro'm the twi million shock trtops 
now in the British Isles. Whertver 
they land, they would be accompan- 
ied by "Free" forces—Norwegian, 
Dutch, Belgium, French.

Crushing Strength 
The British would be encouraged 


to bear the brunt by American aid, 
future and present. This aid would 
be strongest in aircraft—heavy and 
medium bombers now being flown 
across, fighters that soon may be. 
Crushing air 
strength 
would be 


needed, fo rit is estimated that 
every Allied division would be op- 
posed by two German • divisions. 
But one main reason why the Brit- 
ish Isles are the best American 
base for attack is that we would 
"have an umbrella over our heads" 
—the RAF. If the effort succeeded, 
we would reinforce it, preparing 
for a bigger follow-through in the 
spring. 


But it might bring on a battle 


unprecedented 
in 
histo-ry. 
The 


Nazis might strike back through 
the air with a counter-invasion of 
Britain. 
Inside Germany, pretty 


safe from the RAF, they are report- 
ed to have hidden fleets of gliders 
bearing twelve to twenty-four men 
each. These gliders would-be re- 
leased at night, high enough and 
far enough away so that they would 
descend noiselessly. The crews are 
especially trained to strike at sen- 
sitive points, especially power sta- 
tions and lines, preparing for a 
German counter-landing.

Channel crossing without leaving 
more behind them than their two 
million Home Guards, who are not 
frontline troops nor equipped for 
every contingency. Also, the Ger- 
mans could be expected to mass all 
their submarines to attack the 
allied shipping used to transport in- 
vading forces.

ness, as some naval authorities 
lave warned.

until the Navy could build the ships 
ind especially the aircraft car- 
iers to beat Japan—if Hitler let us 
vait that long.

Handling of 
Lespedeza Is 
Important Now 


Proper mowing and handling of 


Icspcdczn scricca is extremely im- 
portant this year in view of the need 
for-additional livestock-feed in the 
Food-for-Frccdom 
program, 
ac- 


cording to Riley Lcwallcn, Chair- 
man of (he Ilouge-Bodcnw Soil Con- 
servation District. Scricea is an 
Important soil-saving, soil-improv- 
ing crop. 


H will son be time to mak'e the 


first cutting of scricca hay and 
Lcwallcn urged farmers to mow 
curly if they cxpnct to secure pal- 
atable hay that livestock will re- 
lish. 


The best hay is made when scric- 


ea plants average about 12 inches 
in height. After that the stems be- 
gins to get tough and the flavor 
bitter. If the hay is cut at its most 
palatable stage, cows will ent more 
of it and produce more milk, he 
pointed out. 


Mr. Lcwallcn recommended set- 


ting the mower blnclc high enough 
so as not to cut the soriccn stems 
too close to the ground. Successful 
producers of this kind of hay leave 
a stubble from three to four inches 
high. This assures two sodcl cut- 
tings of hay a year, since new 
growth comes from the stubble. 
Last year on his own,one aero plot 
he harvested 2'/& tons oC high qua- 
lity hay. 
' Another important point to re- 
member in harvesting scricca for 
hay, is to cut it early in the morn- 
ing. Moving at that time makes it 
possible for the hay to be cut, 
raked, and baked all the same day, 
lie explained. The sooner it is cured 
and stored, the smalicd will be the 
loss from shattering. Proper cured, 
scricca 
makes 
a 
bright green 


leafy legume hay, he said. 


"Leave the hay in the swalh for 


about 45 minutes, then rake into 
windrows, and then when cured, 
bale or store it in the afternoon," 
Lcwallcn recommended. "The wea- 
ther must be taken into considerat- 
ion, too," he adds, "as loo much 
moisture, especially in baled luiy, 
may result in heating with loss 
of feeding value."
